ing states has been sold to dealers 
under contract for delivery next June 
on the scoured basis of $1.00 per 
pound or more. 
The United States uses 600,000,000 
p >unds of wool per annum. 
The clip 
of the United States has decreased In 
live year from 325,000,000 to 288,- 
000,000 pounds. 
Th# clips of Aus­ 
tralia. Argentine and New Zealand 
have decreased, the clip of all th** 
cou n triea at war has almost disap­ 
peared; twenty million men at war 
use five to ten times as much wool 
as usual, and can’t exist without it. 
And there is no substitute. 
lf the war continues for even one 
more year, it will not he a question of | 
price, but of wool at any price, and 
there is always the possibility of this 
country being forced to actual pre­ 
paredness, which would necessitate 
taking for tile army such wool its is 
now in the mills for their general 
trade. 
England has an embargo on wool 
from home and all her colonies. 
We 
are dependent on South America for 
more than half our supply, and must 
bid against the necessities of war for 
every pound we get. 
So long 
as the war continues, 
clothing must climb in price by leal* 
and bounds, aud what seems outrage­ 
ously high this season, appears ,i lost 
opportunity next season. 
The deduction obtained from the 
above analysis by the report is that 
at the end of the war the world will 
have no reserve supply of wool and 
that hare counters win be the rule, 
except possibly the 
United 
States, 
and then the countries at war will 
begin their rebuilding, and the de­ 
mand for raw wool and cotton will 
be insatiable, because it takes nearly 
as much raw stock to start up a mill 
as it normally buys in six months. 
After an armistice ban been agreed I 
upon it will take two months at least 
to appoint the peace commissioners i w,,rks of trench* 
and get them together and six months 
would be considered a short time in 
which tit agree upon tile details I ll - 
volt d. 
in the meantime no man can re­ 
turn to the factory until everything 
is definitely settled, but every factory 
owner will seek raw material at any 
price.
